Washington, Sept. 15— (AP) — 


President Truman tossed the na- 
tion's No. 1 labor dispute under 
the Taft-Hartley act into the sim- 
merig political campaign today. 


The president accused Senator 


Taft 
(R-Ohioj, co-author of the 


year-old labor law, of trying "to 
put the heat on" National Labor 
Relations Board officers to crack 
do\vn on the International Typo- 
graphical union. 


The ITU has been locked in a 


long and bitter fight with the 
ULRB's general counsel, and with 
publishers and printing houses, 
over its traditional closed shop. 
The Taft-Hartley act outlaws the 
closed shop, as such. 


Taft, 
returning 
to Cincinnati 


after a Canadian vacation, promis- 
ed a reply today after studying 
the White House charges. 


The president's move in makiru? 


public an exchange of letters with. 
David P. Kindling-, associate gen- 
eral counsel of the XLRB. was in- 
terpreted as an open invitation to 
fellow Democrats to make heavy 
campaign use of the ITU case. 


The Taft-Hartley act, which was 


passed over the president's veto, 
already is an issue in the presi- 
dential race. 
Democrats want it

Sees Indian Unity 


Despite Discords 


AP Foreign Affairs. An- 


alyst Gives His View 
of Current Affairs 


By DeUITT MacKEXZIE 


AP Foreign Affairs Aaaljst 
The gzeat Indian subcontinent, 


struggling 
with the dangerous 


vicissitudes ot its new-found inde- 
pendence iroin Britain, has been 
\isited with two lurther fateful 
developments: 


1 
Mohdined Ah Jinnah, gover- 


nor general of the Dominion of 
Pakistan, has died, thus depriving 
this Moslem nation- of the man 
who created it and was its moving 
spirit. 


2. The Dominion of India, which 


is chiefly Hindu m complexion, 
has imaded the premier princely 
itate of Hydeiabad with armed 
forces and there has been fighting. 
The declared puipose of this move 
against the domain of the Nizam, 
most powerful of all the Indian 
rulers, is to maintain order. His 
exaulted highness, the Nizam, is 
a Moslem while some four-fifths 
of his subjects are Hindus. 


At first glance these two events 


night seem to have small relation 
to each other and it may indeed 
b? that their paths will not cross. 
Still, there aie elements in them 
which could combine for either 
good or evil 
The situation is 


complicated and must be viewed 
from several angles. 


Leader Was Law- 


Take Jinrah- 
This 
brilliant, 


71-year-old leader was law unto 
the some 100,000,000 Moslems of 
the Indian peninsula, and they 
followed him blindly. 
There was 


a time m his \ounger days when 
he urged unity between Moslems 
and Hindus, but m his later years 
he came out for Pakistan, that is, 
an absolutely independent govern- 
ment for the Moslems I discussed 
the matter with him at his home in 
Bombay in 1943, and'he explained 
that he felt the Moslems couldn't 
get a fair deal m a federal govern- 
ment in which the Hindus would 
outnumber them three to one. At 
that time he was fiercely opposed 
to Mahatma Gandhi, who was the 
dominant figure 
in 
the 
Hindu 


world until his assassination early 
this year. 
There was very little 


give and take about Jinnah. 


Speculation Aroused 


Now with Jinnah 
gone, there 


naturally is speculation whether 


this may ease the situation be- 
tween the two hostile dominions— 
may even result in union between 
the two »n a federal government. 
Sources in New Delhi, capital of 
India, are speculating along that 
line. 


We now come to another angle, 


and that revolves about the violent 
and often bloody differences be- 
tween the 
Moslems 
and 
the 


Hindus, growing out of religious 
bitterness. This has cropped up m 
connection with the invasion of 
Hyderabad. 
Masses 
qf 
demon- 


strators yesterday marched to the 
Pakistan prime minister's resi- 
dence m Karachi and demanded 
that Pakistan declaie war on the 
Dominion of India because of the 
Hyderabad affair. 
You will recall 


that the Nizam is a Moslem, al- 
though the vast majority of his 
subjects are Hindus. 


True, India had been pressing 


the Nizam to join his state to the 
dominion, Hyderabad being the 
only one 
of 
the 
hundreds of 


principalities which haven't joined 
either India or Pakistan. 
How- 


ever, there obviously is no leal 
basis for war between Pakistan 
and India, since Hyderabad lies 
wholly within India and SO per 
cent of its people are Hindus 
Moreover, India proposes to leaie 
the question to a popular plebis- 
cite. 


Predictions Impossible 


Were Jmnah still at the helm, 


it's safe to say there would be no 
war over this issue 
Still, ob- 


servers noted when the argument 
over Hyderabad first started that 
religious strife could grow out 
of it and that communal fighting 
might 
spread 
throughout 
the 


dominions. No man can make a 
certain prediction about that now, 
for the pepole 
of 
the 
Indian 


peninsula are highly inflammable. 


In the same category is the 


question of whether Jinnah's death 
may ease the relations between 
Pakistan and India 
In any event. 


I venture this: 


Someday — maybe soon and 


maybe far away — Pakistan and 
India will unite under a federal 
government, because 
they 
are 


interdependent economically and 
because it is horse-sense.
